The answer admits that the 2treet car
compnny wis organizod by an act of the
territorind legislature, but denies that it
has any such exelusive vights ns elnimed;

The answer then mikes the startling
deciaration that the sireet ear company
has Jostits churter miel therefore has ko
right to operate its enrs in this city at all.
In support of this ftutement, it sets up
that in in 1570 the strect ear propecty was
gold on o foreclosure of moryeage to Cap-
tain Marsh, At that vory moment, it is
allegad, the corporation ecenseid to exist,
and henee its charter expired,  Conse-
guently it had no rvight 1o operste in
Omahia aud possesscd no ehurter author-
g it to sooperate, Until 1881, Cap.
tain Marsh, it s alleged, operated the line
alofie, whon he sold o three-fifths imterest
in it to Messrs, 5. H, HL Clark, Frank
Murphy and Guy Barton. During all
this time, it is cinimed, the road has heen
without & charter or tignts uf nny sort,

The answer then goes on to urge that
even if the compuny's charter were in
force (which point is expressly denied, of
course), it permits them to operate horse
enrs alone, and not enrs propelled by
stewm,  Uonsequently, it is alleged, the
claims of the cuble railway in no manner
alash with the rights of the street rail
way, For, thongh the ears of the cable
rowd will not be propelled  divectly by
stewm, they eertainly arve indirectly, the
cable being moved by the central power
in the engine house,

The eable company propose to make
their strong tight on the alleged faet that
the charter of the street car company has
been forfuited, They will try to prove
that that latter corporation, so far from
having any vight to enjoin the building
of the cable road, has absolutely ne right
to oporate its own line.  The light will

TALKS WITH TRAVELERS,

A, B, Charde, Oakland: 1 want to
tell you that some one has sent you er-
roncous statements concerning the erops
in our partof the eountry. Several of
the reports are to the effeet that our grain
has all been destroved by the lute drouth,
Of courseitis not so good as if we had not
had ourdey spell,but the yield will be fully
equally to thatof last year. The average
has inerensed and the small grain is good
as Lever saw itespecially inqaality, while
the yield of corn will be fully equial to

hat of lnst year. What may seem new
to you, though old to ug, ig the fact that
ont farmoers are organizing a grain and
lumber company. They have for some
time back been feeling that they have
beon diseriminated against by loeal deal-
ers and tnke this method of protecting
themselves, ‘Uhey propose to raise o
capital ot $20,000. wich which to carry on
the business,  Already they have had
subseribed about eight hundrea dollurs,
and while i my opinion 1 feel they will
not be ablo to raise the amount sought,
one of the bankers twils me he thinks
they will be able to get what they seck.”’

Lew May, Fremont: The state fish
commission propose to make an excellent
showimg at the forthecoming state foir.
We will havea display of native fish
rafsed at the hatehery at South Bend,
together with collections from the United
States tish  commission, ulso froin the
states of Michigan, Wisconsin, Minne-
sota, Illinois, New York and Connecticat.
Besides these we will have portraits of
sporting fish, pluster casts of fish of
various varieties, fishes stuffed and in
alcohol, together with a number of other
specimens of mavine invertetrates, We
have purchased . number of excellent
pictures of the game fishes of Ameriea,
which will also be on exhibition. I do
not like to suy too much about  what we
mtend to do, beeause this fish business is
gomewhat uneertain, I always hke to
put an “if" before my promises in  this
respeet, because we may be disappointed
by others. Butl think 1 can safely say
our exhibit will be greatly in advance of
that of last year.

8. H. Cathoun, Nebraska City: ““Times
are very satisfactory in our town at the
present time. The Burlington & Missouri
isnow handling piles for a permanent
bridge at our place, and it looks as 1if it
would be speedily pushed to a eonclu-
sion, Mr. 8 H H, Clark was down to
our place a few days ago talking over the
advisability of extending the Missourl
Pacitic to Nebraskn City, He saw n pum-
ber of our merchants and tney told him
to mention the amount it would require
to build s road to our town. I have no
doubt they would be able to raise the re-
guired amount.  The fact is, the Burling-
ton & Missouri has  been  diseniminating
ngainst Nebraska City, It s the only
road we have, and I know thart several
times that the Missouri Paeific has triod
to come to us, but it has been kent away
by the Burlington & Missouri on the
ground that the territory is properly its
own. [ ecannot mention figures to sub-
stantigte this charge of diserimination,
but I know thut our farmers tell me  that
when that the price of corn goesuap sodo
the freights, so much so thot it 18 almost
impossible for them to make s decent
marein on their products, Whenaver a
murgin s made by anybody it is by a
certnin few who are able to get a rebute.
Many of our merchants have told me
thut they do just as well by freighting
their produce to Dunbar, a distines o
¢leven miles from Nebraska City, and
then shipping it east by way of the Mis-
souri Pacific. They tell me furthey  that
thora 15 on foot a movement to  estabhish
a freighting line between our town and
that point.''

AN INDIAN SCAILE.

It i Investigated and Proved to be
Groundless,

Adviees ware reccived in the city yester-
dayiconcerning an Indinnjseare!which the
settlers of northern Nebraska have been
onjoying. Monday General ;Brishin,
at Fort Niobrarva, received a telegram
from Valentine stating that a baid of
fifty Indians hud broken from the Rose-
buld agency and were dovastating the
country north of that point, tervorizing
especinlly the settlers on Goose oroelk.
The reports stated that the Indinns were
well armed and were playing sad havoe
in the eountry through which they
were passiing, burning, foraging,
stealing  stock, and ravishing the
wives of the white settlers,
General Brishin av onee sent Adjutant
Lieutenant Stevens to anvestigate the
matter, and that oflicial finds the report
greatly exagirerated.  There are only
about thirty Indians, one-half of whom
are squaws, and no white woman  have
boen ravished, nor have the other depre-
dations been as widespwead or terrible as
reported,  The troant Indians have been
ordered back to their rescrvation and
will probably retarn without further dis-
turbing the ensily seared white settlers
on Goose Creck.
